SEC Suffers Revue Deficit; 
Adopts BiiinguaB Letterhead

SEC Reporter 

A deficit of $4,000 in the Red and White Revue budget has brought the total SEC deficit 
to close to $7,000, it was revealed at last night's meeting. Council voted to adopt a bilingual 
letterhead, and take over the administration of the Redmen Band, during a lengthy session. 



Âlthouch the actual ]oss of mo- 
ney on the Red and White Revue 
was only $053, the SEC had bud- 
geted for a. total revenue of $2,998 
from the 12' performances origin- 
ally scheduled. The number of per- 
formances was later cut down to 
11, because of conflict with the 
Winter Carnival, thus reducing the 
projected surplus proportionally to 
$2,400. This revenue comes from 
ticket sales and programme adver- 
tising. 

It was : suggested that the poor 
public response to the Revue might 
have been due to competition with 
the Winter Carnival. This will not 
arise next year, as only 6 per- 
formances will bé , scheduled, as 
in previous years,' and ain extended 
run if public response warrants it. 

If not for an anonymous don- 
ation to the SEC of $5,000, the de- 
ficit might have been as large as 
twelve thousand dollars. 

VIVE BILINGUALISM 
The idea of a bilingual letter- 
head — a gesture toward better 
national relations — originated at 
the Ottawa ' headquarters of 
NFCUS. 'It has already been adopt- 
ed by the University of Toronto 
and Western. 

The new bilingual letterheads 
will not be printed until the pre- 
sent supply of Students' Society 
stationery has been exhausted. At 
that time, a redesigned pattern 
will be submitted to Council for 
approval. 

REDMEN BAND 

The SEC voted to hold the cons- 
titution of,' and be responsible for, 
the Redmen Band. The motion spe- 
cified that this would be on the 
condition that a maximum of $900 
be made available to the SEC for 
meals during practice sessions, and

In the event that these conditions 
are met and the SEC assumes con- 
trol of the Band, and if it is fi- 
nancially feasible,/: the SEC will 
support the operation of a Con- 
cert Band after the football sea- 
son. 

ONE DIRECTOR 

The Redmen'Band and Concert 
Band will both be part of the Mc- 
Gill University Band, having a com- 
mon Musical Director and nucleus 
of musicians. 

- At present, the Athletics Depart- 
ment budget for the Redmen Band 
is $3.700, most of which is spent 



each year on transportation to out- 
of-town games, uniforms, laundry, 
and music. 

INCREASED BUDGET 

If the Band comes under SEC 
control, the Athletics Department 
will probably increase the music 
budget by $250. although they ha- 
ve rejected the proposal' that ■ an 
extra grant for "meal money" be 
made. 

All activities of the University 
Band which are unconnected with 
football functions will be financed 
by the SEC. 

The SEC will be responsible for 
the appearance,, performance, and 
operation of the Redmen Band, 
even though the Athletics Depart- 
ment retains financial responsibili- 
ty.

Canadian Student Abroad 



Different And Better 

This afternoon, the International .Students' Asso- 
ciation begins a series of three seminars which will 
discuss extra-curricular activities, stressing their rela- 
tion to the foreign student. The seminars are also 
designed to give these students a better knowledge of 
the functionings of the non-acedemic side of this 
campus. 

During the past few years, many plans have 
evolved to effect a degree of assimilation between 
non-Canadian students and "native" residents. Most 
of these ideas have ended in failure. The seminars of 
today and tomorrow are another attempted solution 
to the assimilation problem. We feel that, unlike their 
predecessors, present plans have a chance of partial 
success. 

We are mildly optimistic about the present ap- 
proach because it is, in a certain sense, unique. In the 
past, groups of foreign and local students were 
brought together to analyse the causes of the lack 
of inter-group contact at McGill and to endeavour 
to create activities which will break down the barriers. 

Essentially these meetings provided little more 
than a sounding board for each participant's pet theory 
on McGill's . communication difficulties and accom- 
plished nothing. Even if these gatherings.did produce 
some further plans for artificial assimflatlbn, the net 
result was, as a rule, uneasiness and embarrassment. 

This year, however, groups of foreign and local 
students ore being brought together to discuss exist- 
ing activities. Instead of shoving inter-group integra- 
tion down the throats of people because it is the "en- 
lightened" way to act, it is hoped that some real 
interest will be generated. 

In the plane of activities which are of mutual 
interest, it will be much easier to ignore in-group ten- 
dences. Furthermore, we cannot think^o|,jaJbetter way 
to arrive at understanding than by direct'explahation, 
something which should be the main facet of the 
seminars. 

The great virtue of this year's seminars is that it 
is not obsessed with finding a sweeping solution to 
assimilation difficulties, instead, the discussion will be 
on a topic which, in the first place, will allow the 
participants to forget their differences and, at the 
same time, may lead them to discover some similarity 
of interest. This "soft-selj" technique will provide a 
much sounder fouhdatibh for possible assimilation. 

The main drawback we see in the seminars is 
that they come at a time whea campus activities ore 
yielding to the academic pursuits of exam-time. Any 
interest aroused is in danger of a premature death. 
Perhaps a similar seminar next fall will perpetuate 
any. beneficial results. 

(Note of Interest : All students wishing to part- 
icipate con fulfill their desire by merely walking 
into Redpath Hdll either this afternoon or all day to- 
morrow.)

The Vitality Of Oxford 

" One of Oxford Unîversity'» most distinguished products. Dr. Satnuel Johnson, claimed 
that when a man is tired of London, ho Is tired of life. The same could be said for a student 
who is tired of Oxford : the last criticism one could make of Oxford is that it is boring. 



. My strongest Impression of Ox- 
ford is its vitality. Interesting 
and important events arc always 
talcing place; intelligent discus- 
sion abounds; and in most acade- 
mic fields, impressive tliinga 
seem to be happening. 

This vitality is most evident on 
the surface, in the university's 
undergraduate activities. I count- 
ed 146 non-athletic university 
clubs in a guide to university 
events; on top of these there 
are countless college clubs and 
flimsy organizations which exist 
for a few months while a few 
people maintain some common 
interest. 

Right to Left 

A freshman can become a 
member of anything from tlie 
Communist Club to the Tercen- 
tenary Society, whicli exists "to 
uphold all rightful monarchy"; 
from the Humanist Group to the 
League for Christ the King — ; 
from the' Classical Society to the 
P.G. Wodchouse Society, "which 
exists to entertain its members". 

The most important undergra- 
duate organization is the Union 

— the Oxford Union Society, 
which is the world's most fa- 
mous debating club (the Cana- 
dian Senate aside). It is expensi- 
ve to join the Union — about $10 
a year — but most freshmen do 
Join. 

Not only does it offer debates, 
but club facilities as well as a 
lounge, a bar, a dining room and 
so on. 

Debates are held each Thurs- 
day night, and the debating hall, 
which holds about 500 is general- 
ly packed. Debating style is very 
different from that in Canada, 
but the standard is high. Here, 
the successful debater is the en- 
tertaining one. 

Hardly Dull 

whereas in Canada a logical 
but dull argument can usually 
win the day, at the Union an 
amusing but not necessarily rele- 
vant talk is what Is called for. 
In addition to four undergradua- 
te speakers, there are always two 
guests — usually noted figures 
in public life, Nehru spoke in the 
Union last academic year, and 
Harold Macmillan, himself a 
former member of the Union's 
executive, was a guest in recent 
years. 

Ambitious undergraduates ma- 
ke a point of being heard in the 
Union, and set their sights on 
election to one of the executive 
positions. It has often been said 
that the presidency of the Oxford 
Union is the surest way to a ca- 
binet post in this country — ma- 
ny of Britain's leading political 

- figures in the past century faced 
their first cries of "Shame! Sha- 

. mel" on the Union floor.

TEACHING AND RESEARCH 

The Sociologist or Anthropolo- 
gist is in demand for University 
teaching and behavioral research, 
the latter usually concentrating on 
the study of a particular locality. 
Joint Honours consists of two cour- 
ses each in Anthropology and So- 
ciology, one more in either, and 
an introductory course. 

Four-year Geological Honours 
courses range from the study of 
rocks, fossils and oil, and ore 
deposits, to Chemical Geology. A 
Joint Honours course with Physics 
or Chemistry requires five years. 
The Geologist can find employment 
in many industries, particularly the 
Petroleum business, 'either in field 
work or laboratory studies. Re- 
search expeditions, such as that to 
Axel Heiburg Island, and mining 
surveys are also within the gra- 
duate's scope. 

INTERACTION 
Honours course in the Economics 
and Political Science Department 
must be in two courses, in order 
to take into consideration the inter- 
action of the Social Sciences. Many 
combinations of studies .ire pos- 
sible.
